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Report on the Working of the Mayo College 

1934-35. 


1. Management. — .\t a mooting of the General Gonncil of the College held on General CounolL 
Docembrr 17tli, 10:J4, His Higlinoss the Maharana of Udaipur and His Highness the 
Miiliiimja of Jodhpur were unanimously ra<elected President and Vice-President 
respectively of tlic Council for the year commencing August 2Gth, 1935. Of tho nominated 
members of tho Council during tho year under the report Mr. C. H. Gidney, i.as., 

Commissioner, Ajmcr-Mcrwara, took tho place of Major G. L. Betham, C.I.B., M.O., as 
representative of Ajmer-Morwara, when the latter proceeded on leave, and Lt.-Col. H. M. 

Wighlwick, Resident Western Kajputana Slates, Jodhpur, replaced Mr. A. C. Lothian, 

C.l.B., i.e.S,, Resident of Jaipur, as tho Political Oilicer of Bajputana. 

At their meeting the Committee considered a report submitted by a special Extension of the • 
Snb-Committon appointed to examine tho question of widening the scope of the College, scope of the College, 
and amending its Constitution and Buies. 

It was decided that tho report, which recommended a considerable extension of tho 
scope of tho College and of membership of the General Council both outside and inside 
Bajputana conditional on tho donation of a certain sum to tho endowment of the College, 
should he circulated to each member of tho Connell for opinion, and that a further 
meeting of the Council should be called if possible before the College closed for tho 
summer %*acation to examine tho question further in the light of tho individual opinions 
received. Owing Imwovor to the regretablo illness of His Highness the President, and the 
non-receipt of opinions from some members it was decided to postpono tho mooting 
till the Rains. 

Another important matter considered at the meeting in December was tho question 
of replacing tho present Modi system in tho College by a College Store with a report on 
the subject submitted by tho Working Committee, and a special Sub-Committee was 
appointed further to examine the question. 

The meeting also considered recommendations made by the Working Commilteo 
regarding tlie reduction of Holidays during term time and resolved that tbe list of general 
Holidays should bo reduced by seven, 

A matter of great concern to tho well-being of tho College which was considered Working Committee, 
by the Working Committee during the year, was the general efficiency of tbe Indian 
start with special reference to such mombors as enjoy tbe status of Government servants. 

An important resolution was passed, a copy of which will be found among the proceedings 
of tho Committee in Appendix A, and Government have been approached in tho 
matter. 

Among other busineas, the Committee also considered tho question of the disposal 
of the old Temple and the maintenanco of the now one. In view of conflicting claims 
and tlje absence of records tbe disposal of the old Temple is a difficnlt question and a 
Special Snb-Committco was appointed to consider it further. It was hoped to settle tho 
matter at a further musting of the Working Committee to be held towards tho end of 1 ho 
"Spring term, but as the Sub-Committee had been unable owing to the complexity of iho 
.question, to finish their report and there was no other business of any importance, tho 
meeting ^yas postponed to next term.

A now item of expenditure was tbopayment to Government of Rs. 4, .547/2/- on account 
of the cost of the maintenanco of tlio Imperial Roads and Buildings in tbo College for 
1934. This charge was levied in accordance with a decision ot tlio Government of India 
consequent on tho introduction of tbo now Constitntion and the handing over of the 
control of the College to its own anthoritics, and as tbo Government of India were unable 
^rtfaccopt the representation oCthcGeneral Council that this charge, which bad Inthcrto been 
borne by Government since tho founding of tho College, sboiild continuo to bo so borne, 
the College has now to meet an additional annual expense varying from Ba. 3,000/- 
to Rs. 4,500/- in round figures on this account. 


As in tho two previous years a surplus out of the annual working of the College was 
available for investment and at the end of tho financial year a sum of Rs. 10,000 was so 
invested. This brings tbo surplus invested in tho past 3 years to half » lakh. 

3. Special Funds. — During the year two further donations u'ere received to the 
Jubilee Endowment Fund viz. Hb. 2,000/- from II. H. the Maharao Raja of Bundi .and 
Rs. 1,000/- from H. H. tho hlaiiaraju of Kishengarb, and tho fund now stands at 
Rs. 3,51,000. This figure is still a long way ItoIow what is needed to secure tho financial 
future of the College, and it ia to be devoutly hoped that the proposals of the General 
Council mentioned in para 1 of the report, if approvc.l, will result in not only in further 
contribntions from inside Rajputana but also from outside Rajputana. Up to the present 
donations to tbo fund have been confined to Rajputana. 

Memorial In accordance with the decision of the General Council the FonshaWq Memorial 

Fond mentioned in my previous report was utilitsed to bnild 2 new Squash Racquets 
courts which cost Rs. 3,200/- and tho balance amounting to Rs. 1,000/- has been set aside 
to found an annual prize for History ond Geography. 

Waddingtou Memorial meeting in Decomber the Gener.a1 Conncil decided that out of part of the 

donations made to the Waddington Momorial Fund a portrait of Mr, Waddington should 
be painted and hnng in the College Hall, and that His Highness the Mabaraj liana of 
Dholpnr be invited to raise further Eubscriptions with a view to providing if posMble a. 
Gnest House in the College to be called after Mr. 'Waddington. 

Arrangements have been made tor the painting ot the portrait, which is expected 
& to be ready next term, and 1 very much hope, for the reasons which I stated in my 

Proposed Guest House, previous report, that the response to His Highness the Maharaj Rana’s appeal will enable 
a suitable Guest House to bo built. I will repeat that the more visits thot the College can 
receive from its Old Boys and those interested in it the better, but that such visits with 
the present lack of accommodation for visitors are difficult, and I can think of no more 
suitable^ way ot commemorating the great services of Mr. Waddington to the College or 

one which would he more acceptable to him than the provision of a Quest House to bo 
called after bis name.

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,< 4. Buildings. — ^Tho now Tcniplo is now complete and only awaits consecration. 

7 had hoped that it would bo possible to carry out the consecration ceremony before the 
close of the school year under report, bnt, owing to the bnilding taking longer to complete 
than was anticipated and tho absence oC auspicious days, this has proved impossible and 
we shall probably have to continue to use tiie old Temple till well on in the coming 
school year. Arrangements have been made to make a garden enclosure round the new 
Temple daring tho Monsoon and tins will not only improve tho appearance of tho building 
but also secure tho necessary privacy. 

Tho now wing to the Jodhpur ITouso, construction - of Which was intimated in my 
previous report, was completed in tho cold weather and is now occupied to its capacity. 
In addition to defraying (ho cost not only of tho building of the new wing but also of 
completely {urnishing it and equipping it with electric light and fans, the Jodlipur 
Durbar have announced their intention of constructing an upper storey to it and the work 
is expected to be finished by tbo end of August. Tbo warm thanks of the College are duo 
to tho Darbar for their generosity. 

5. Grounds and Gardens. — During the monsoon further progress was made with 
tho levelling of the area between the Polo ground ami the road to the Alwar Gate for the 
purposes of riding instruction and to provide a private Aeroplane landing ground, hut tho 
heavy floods and tho early withdrawal of the monseon caused some of the work to be left 
over till the coming Rains. Additions have been made to the now Riding School in tiiis 
area, and tho space vacated by tho former Riding school and Tent-pegging course inside 
tho Police Gate has boon utilised tor t'oetbaU grounds. 

The Waddington Football ground on tho other side of tho road to tho Alwar ground 
was turfed In the Uuina and is now as fine a football ground as any in Ajmer. 

Small Cricket Pavilions have been erected on the Udaipur, Alwar, and Rharalpur 
grounds the last of which has been enlarged, and there are now separnto cricket grounds 
with shelters lor each of tho Games Divisions, which owing to tho rise in llie Cullego roll 
now number live instead of four. 

The v.'irious g.wleus wore judged in February for the Lady Willlngdon Cup iiy Mrs. 
Ogilvie, Mrs. Coleswoitli, and Captain Piiihoy, and tho Jaipur House secured first priae. 
As in tiie previous year frost did no little damage in tho winter, hut tlio gurdeiis Imve I, eon 
creditably maintained and in several of them improvemouts in tho lay-out linve been 
effected. 

In my previous report I mentioned the decoration of the walls of the College Hall 
with tho Coats of Arms of Ruling Princes connected with College. Good prouress has 
been made in this direction. Four shields have been made and now liaug in the Hall, and 
five more are in process of being made. Tho shields, 1 think, add much to the appearance 
of the Hall. 

0. Staff.— I was on leave during the Rains term in continuation of the Summer 
vacation and during that term Mr. A. A. Ritchie officiated ns Principal. Mr. Ritchie 
proceeded on long leave preiiaratory lo retirement on proportionate pension at the end of 
the scliool year and steps are in hand to recruit in England a successor who, it is hoped, 
will join at tho beginning of the now school year. 

In July the post of 3rd English Assislaut Master, which had been created in tho 
previous year and had shortly afterwards fallen vacant by the death of Mr. Q. H. Tidswell, 
was filled by the appointment of Mr. W. II. Brajshaw, B.A. (Oxon). Tho services of 
Mr. H. K. Kellord, b.a. (Cantab.), Tutor and Guardian to the Dandled Kumars, who had 
temporarily taken the place of Mr. Tidswell, were retained during my absence on leave, 
and later in the year were permanently taken on the establishment in addition to his 
other duties. For all practical purposes therefore the English stall of tho College now 
comprises an establishment of 5 against 3 in recent years.

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8. BoardinGT House Arrangrements. — Undor the snporvieion ot tbe now Assistant 

VTardcn. Mr. Asbfaqno Ilussain, the disoiplino and genoral arrangemonts of Colvin Honso, 
in which the great mnjority of Post-Diploma students have been ns nsnal accommodated, 
have shown n marked advance. During the year two rooms wore set apart and furnislied 
as a Room nnd Common Room, ond the Common Aloes system, which hnd 

mado a small beginning in tlic previons year, was estondod to every boy in tho House 
exerpt one. 

The addition of a third Knglisii Assistant Mostor to tho stafl has facilitated Boarding 
Honso control by making it possible to distribute the 9 School Boarding Houses among it 
House Masters instead of 2, and on my return from leave in October the Houses were 
reorganized in .*1 grotips instead of tlio former two. Xortli, South, nnd West Houses. 
The North Houses consisting of tlio 1'oiik, Btkauor.ond .lotliipnr Houses wore placed under 
the charge of Mr. Ritchie, the Soutli Houses comprising the Jaipur, Alwar, and Blinratpur 
Houses under Col. IIowsou. nnd tho ^Vo5t Houses namely tlio Ajmer, Kotah, nnd Udaipur 
Houses under tho supervision of Air. Bradshaw. 

Mention has alread 3 ‘ been iiiadc of the now wing to the Jodhpur House. While in tho 
other School Houses no major additions have been made, the erpiipinont and accommodation 
of tho Jaipur, Bikaticr, Ivotali, Alwar, and Tonk Houses have been impro\'cd during tho 
year, in some cases by special grants for the purpose from tho Darbars concerned. 

I am glad to be able to record that the Common Messing system, tho oxtension of 
wliich was reforretl to in iny previous ro]iort, lias worked satisfactorily and now appears to 
be lirmly csbabiinhed. Of the three Houses liltborto not included in the system, the number 
of boys messing together in the Udaipur House lias increased, a Mess has been started for 
some of the iioys in the Alwar IIou^c, nnd I hope with the approval of tho Darbar to start 
a Common Mess shortlj* in the nikancr House. 

9. General Instruction — During the year a good number of books, some of them 
precentod by boys tliemsolvos, nnd also magazines have boon added both to the College 
Library and to the Class Libraries, nnd special covers have been provided for tlio prosorvn- 
tion of the magazines. Further oITorla have been made to encourage tlio reading habit 
among boys bj* mldiiig books including Vernacular ones to suit ail ages, by an arrangement 
by which the Afnster In charge of the Librarj', Afr. Bbatin, wdio look over from Khan Sahib 
OuflTar Saiyad and Ii:isinadcnkecn and cflicicnt Librarian, ia present at fixed hours to assist 
boys in tbe clioicc of books, and bj’ linving tlio Librarj* open at certain times on Sundays 
and Holidays. Tliough not nearly as mucii use has been made of the last named 
oppoKunity ns I would have liked tlie reading habit has made some appreciable progress. 
The College Librarj- at present btill contains a iiumbei of oul-oE-date and unwanted books 
and steps will bo taken before the next School year to replace them. Another need is to 
increase tlio number of reference books nnd books on educational subjccls for tho use of 
the Stall’, ami steps are being taken to this end and also to increase the special Post-Diploma 
Librarj' which is now- located in tho Colvin House. 

At lliebeginniug of tbe Spring Term an I3\ oning Entertainments Committee was started 
to provide throughout tho term a prognimmo of entertainments which would comtiine 
instruction amu-ioment for evenings on which thcro was no preparation t.e. ovonings 
befoi'p Sundiij-s and Holidays. Tlio.so ontcrtainnicnts, which have bcoji arranged in advaiico 
for tbo term, have included not only purely entetlainiog performances snob os Conjuring 
shows. Music and Radio programmes, but also instructional Cinema show-s which Alajor 
ITannay has been good enough to give, Lantern Lectnres, nnd a variation of tlio usual 
Debating .Society programme i»y the inclnsian of Mock Trials and an Inter-IIouse Debating 
Competition both on a set subject and extempore. 

In December, .as an experiment for one j-ear, instead of tbo former system of snpplj- 
from the College a contract was given to a local firm for the supply of all books and 
stationery required in the College nnd si Book depot was opened by tho firm in the .Thalawar 
Honso. Tlie new nrrangcraont relieves the College ofBco and Motamids of a good deal of 
bothersome worlr.

Diploma Examination For some time the question of the standard and ontrlcnlnih of tho Diploma 

has engaged the attention of the authorities and various changes have recent y 
introduced by the Government of India with a view both to bringing the Examina 
more into line with University procedure and to raising the standard. These c an ^ 
inolndothe charging of fees from candidates (a measure which also applies to can i a e 
for the Inter and Final Higher Diploma Bxnmin.ations) the appointment of an QU si ^ 
invigilator, tho raising of the aggregate required to pass from 33 to 40 per cent toge 
with the exclusion from a candidate’s total of all marks below 25 per cent, and the increase 
of the maximum marks for Arithmetic and Vernacular from 50 to 100 each. ^ ^ ® 
changes to a certain extent have been set off by the rescinding of the rule requirms a 
candidate to pass in each subject, but they certainly represent an enhancement of stan ar 
and in my opinion certainly make tho Examination of a higbei' standard than t 
Matriculation. In certain quarters there is atendency so to bo little the Dipioma-Bimmina ion 
. as to suggest that it should bo abolished and replaced by another Examination such as t e 
High School or the Cambridge School Gerlificate, but I am not one of fliose who advocate 
this. I am aware that, though officially recognised as equivalent to the Matriculation, the 
Diploma Examination does not carry the general outside weight that it should, hut 1 have 
always regarded it as in most ways a better examination than the Matriculation, and the 
changes recently introduced should go far to enhancing its reputation. Further changes 
including alteration of the eyllabns are under consideration ; I trust that in considering 
them due weight will be given to the special characterietlce and needs of a Chiefs’ College. 
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' *tho resntta of tlio Diploma and Higher-Diploma Examinations for 1933-31 were not Examination I'esitUs. 

lo hand vrhon my report for tiio previous year was published. Of tho Higher Diploma 

candidates 3 orit of 4 passed Uie Final and 5 out of G the Intermediate. Out of 8 candidiiles 

for the Diploma Examination 4 passed. This was not a brilliant result but, ns I .said in nij- 

previous report, tho class was not of n high intellectual standard and tiie College 

hud tho .satisfaction of 2 of its candidates topping the list of all the Chiefs' Colleges and tho 

IVmco of Wales Royal Military School, Dohrii Dun. In tho Examinations of the year under 

report 3, 11, and 15 candidates apjicarcd in tlio Higher Diploma Final, Higher Diploma 

Intermediate, and Diploma Examinations respectively, and 3, 0, and 10 passed. 

InspeotiOn.—During the year a change in the system of inspection of Chiefs' CoIlegcB Inspsotloa. 
was introduced by the GoVomment of India and the College was inspected on ucw 
lines. Tho revised sj'stem provides that, instead of an annnal inspection by the 
Educational Commissioner and a Political Ofliccr, the placo of the former in alternate years 
at each College shall bo taken by two Educational speeinlistB appointed to inspect from 
the point of view of class instruction. Tho College was inspected from this latter point of 
view in Kfarch by Mes.scrs .T. L. Parldnson, Principal, Central Training College, Lahore, 
and F. E. Clark. Principal, Si)cnco Training Collcgo, .Tubbulporo whiio Lt.-CoI. II. M. 

Wightwick, Resident Western R&jpiitann States, was tlic Political O01cor depnted to inspect 
from tho political point of view. Their report lias not yet ofliclalty been received. Tho 
report of tho In.spocting OQlccrs for the previous year, which was received too late for 
publication last year, is given in Appendix F. 

11. Hetllth.—Wliilo the general health has been well maintained dnring tho year 
the College has not been so fortunate as in previous years in escaping tho iHiiessen 
common to a school. In Eovember there was a sudden wave of mild Influonaa and in the 
spring term c.ascs of Chickenpox and Mumps occurred, but special precautions and 
isolation prevented infection from being wide-spread. 

In addition there were two cases of Enteric Fovor. ono of Pnenmonin, and ono of 
Appendicitis witli, .as In the previous year, a fow csisos of Fracture of the arm. 

In April Brevot. Col. H. H. Thorhurn, C I.K., I.M.S., on leaving Ajmer banded

My thanks are dne to Col. Hanson, Col. Kreyer, Major Hannay, and Captain Beatty 
Cor their valnable assistance in Biding instrnction. 

Mr. Bradshaw, who was a double Blue at Oxford having been in the University 
Cricket and Football Elevens from 1930 to 1932, took over the general supervision of 
Games at the beginning of the school year, and tho addition to the English stafl! of a 
master combining athletic skill with youth has added much to the strength of the Staff on 
the athletic side. 

To maintain effective supervision and to raise the general standard a new system of 
Games Organization after various experiments has recently been introduced. The main 
feature of this new system is the placing of eaph game played in the College under the 
special charge of a particular member of the Staff as Supervisor assisted by other members 
of the Staff, Guardians, and Tntors specially interested in that game and. qualified to assist 
in supervision and instrnction. A general Games Committee consisting of the General 
Supervisor, the Games Superintendent and the Assistant Games Superintendent, the 
Supervisor of each game, and the College and School Games Captains has been formed, aud 
in addition Special Committees for each game including representatives of the beys have 
been instituted. Other features are arrangements for the selection and special coaching of 
promising boys, the hxing of definite seasons for different games, the aotive participation 
of members of the staff in all games played instead o£ ponfining their energies to umpiring 
or refereeing, and the concentration of senior boys on a few games only for which they 
show aptitude. These arrangements are f think on the right lines, but a difdculty in the 
way of their complete carrying ont is the f apt that teams have to be prepared for five 
diflFerent events at the same time for the amrnal Tournament with the Daly College. J 
often wish that oonsiderationa of distance and expense did not maire it impossible to conduct 
this Tournament in two sections at separate times of the year, half the present events being 
played off before Christmas at one College and the remainder after Christmas at the other 
College— an arrangement which would have the additional advantage of a less continuous 
dislocation of school work. 


The annual tournament with the Daly College for the Eishengarh Shield was played 
at Ajmer in February, having had to be postponed from December owing to the outbreak 
of influenza already mentioned. The Mayo College succeeded in winning book the 
Shield, which they had lost tho previous year, by 3 events to 2, thus maintaining the 
unbroken practice in this Tournament for the home team to be successful. The Mayo 
College won tho Athletic Sports, Tennis, and Squash Racquets, but were badly beaten in 
Cricket by a fine School side and also lost the Hockey. The best performance from the 
Mayo College point of view was in the Athletic Sports, which were won by 4 events to 
1 and were marked both by good team work and by a fine individual performance 
on the part of M, K. Indrajltendra Narayan of Cooch Behar, who cleared 5 ft. 4 in. in 
the High Jump and 19 ft. 8 inches in the JLong Jump. 


With the additions already mentioned to the cricketing strength of the Staff and 

the presence of a number of good players among the Post-Diploma students the College- 

Cricket XI was a good side and won the Colvin Shield for the first time since 1923. 

he School XI was weak and depended too on one or two players. There was 
little promising material to phoose from, among the elder boys, but among tho juniors 
there is a large supply of yopng players comipg on, who in a year or two shonld produce 
a really good school side. 


Other games .call for little comment. Though defeated by the Daly College in the

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Iiistruction In Swimming and Siiooting Las proceeded on regular lines and varions 
minor improvements havo Leon oITccted botli in tho Swimming Batli and on the Miniataro 
llnnge. 

In my previous report I mentioned tLat arrangements had been made to introdneo 
voluntary Boxing. A ring was constructed during tho summer vacation and instruction 
started ut the beginning oC tlio sciiool year under tho expert gnidance of Mr. 
Keil'ord and Mr. Kapur, witli most satisfactory results. Tho boxing classes now contain 53 
hoys and at displays wiiich havo Leon given visitors lia\-o been struck by tho spint and in 
many citses the skill already sliown. My thanks are duo to Mr. Koilord and Mr. Kapnr 
for this vnluablo ndclitioii to the training given by the College. I am glad that a form of 
physical training wliicli above all requires pluck combined with keeping one's temper lias 
proved a popular innovation at tho ifayo College. 

TJie .annual Inter-IIouso Competitions for tho Naraingarh sliiold were hold in MaroJi 
and April and, with tho organisation of tlie Ilonscs into 3 groups as previously mentioned in 
tins roport, llio competition this year was a tri.angnlar one between tlio North, South, and 
West Houses, tho honses of Private Boarders being allocated to one of tho .3 groups of 
Scliool Houses aeconling to tho geiigraphicol position of their House in tho College. Tho 
competition was won by tlio tiotuli Houses after a close strugglo with tho West. 

Tlio coinprc.csiiig of all tlio Inter-IIouso Competitions into a sliort time at tiio end of 
tlic Scliuol year, wliilo it helps to maintain cntlinsiasm at a time when interest is apt to 
Jlag, has its inconveniences, and in future the various competitions will be distributed over 
the school year in the particular season most suited for them. 

13. Prize-Giving:.— The Prize-Giving and Old Boys’ Gathering, which took placo 
tin December 17lh and IStli, had for unforeseen reasons to bo arranged at short notice 
at n time of year when other engagements militated against tho attendance, and I rogrot 
therefore tliat it was not pos'iiblo for a number of Ruling Princes and other Old Boys usually 
present at this function to come. It was a matter for satisfaction, however, that both the 
President of Uie General Council, His Higliness tho Mabarana of Udaipur, and tlie Visitor, 
the llcn’blc Lt.-Col. G. D. Ogilvie, C.S.I., C.I.E,, Agent to tho Governor-General in 
Bajpiitaim, were uble to bo present, and tho former presided at tho Prize-Giving ceremony.

I was iiresent at the 
opening session when each class was arrayed before me. The varying sizes of boys in 
each class became oven more apparent. 

If, tlitTeCore, a minimum enrolment of 150 is to bo maintained and if the wide 
-variation in the ages and nttaininents of boys in each class is to be reduced by well-advised 
admissious, the College should widen its scope of recruitment, at any rate, in the geogra- 
pliical sense. 

5. TJic College is also fortunate in its buildings, which are fine and spacious both 
for teaching and residential purposes. I was favourably impressed by tbe beauty of tho 
r>urroiindiii<,!S us well aa by tlio care taken in maintaining the property ; and also by the 
well-kept playing fields and by otiiei’ facilities for physical exorcise and recreation. 

Many improvements have been made daring tho last year. A now Temple has been 
built ; tlio premises have been fenced j tho beantifnl gardens have been extended ; hygionio 
kitchens have been added. 

The teaching tmd residential buildingR, however, are so coustructed that alterations 
in design cannot easily bo effected. The small size of the class-rooms precludes material 
additions to their seating capacity and therefore tbe number in each class must remain 
comparatively small ; the boarding houses contain comparatively small rooms and cannot 
therefore be conveniently transformed into dormitories. 

6. A great weakness of tlio College is that the boarding houses are scattered over 
tho College grounds and are so constructed that the maintenance of good discipline is by 
no means easy. Moreover, as these boarding houses (except Ajmer House, and Colviu 
House which now accommodates Post-Diploma boys’) are maintained by individual States, 
tho College, exclurfve already in its rules of admission, becomes even more exclusive in its 
internal organisation. The inevitable tendency is for boys to lose the benefits of the full 
corporate life which tho College should provide, and to centre their interests and activities 
in the limited sphere of an exclusive boarding house. The boys are thus in danger of 
living dual Uvea ; one portion of tho day being spent in the claBs-rooms and playing fields, 
and the other portion under the control of house maeters who have little or no coucern 
with the teaching and life of the ploce. 








j. ^ xadical CDre would bo for tho eovoral States to pool thoir TesourceS' and ttr liand 
over the control of boarding honses to tho College unreservedly* save that it would not bO 
unreasonable for those States which now maintain boarding honses to receive a guarantee 
that an appropriate number of vacancies in the common boarding houses shall be reserved 
for their nominees. The boys need not then be distributed between the boarding houses 
.on tho basis of the States to which they belong, but rather on that of age or of other 
snitable lines of distinction. Members of the teaching staff could similarly be distributed 
' between the several boarding houses for the purpose of supervision. By these means, the 
unity of the College would be safe-guarded and its corporate life would be enriched. 

7. This ideal is by no means easy of attainment but it should not be lost sight of. 
It is at least satisfactory that steps -have already been taken iu the right direction. 


The boarding houses are now combined into two groups under the general control 
of the two senior members of the staff. Not only has discipline been, improved thereby, 
but boarding honses have been brought into closer harmony with each other and with the 
College itself. The salutary effect of this innovation, however, has been lessened by tlio 
fact that the burden has fallen upon two masters only who have many other calls upon 
their time and energy. This innovation, therefore, cannot become really satisfactory 
unless and until tho staff is sufidciently qualified to enable each boarding house to be placed 
under the supervision of a single member of the teaching staff . A. well-organised residential 
system should be a distingul^ing feature of an. institution snob as Mayo College. 


even more important innovation has been the handing over of control of* 
boarding houses by the States to the College, which practice has been commended by tho 
ouncit. It is most satisfactory that control of four of the boarding houses has already, 
been thus handed over. This innovation should be extended to all boarding hottses, not 
, only in their own interests but also in those of the College.

The accounts of the College are now audited by Messrs. A. F. Ferguson and Co., 
Chattered Accountants, an innovation which has been introduced since the time of the 
last inspection. 

12, Though the financial position of the College Is generally satisfactory there are 
disquieting features. 

Only a very small proportion of the revenue is derived from fees ; by far the- larger 
proportion is received either from interest on endowments (a stable factor) or from 
Government contributions (an nnstable factor). 

’ The rates of foes vary Very widely. In addition to subscriptions towards the 
medical, games and stationery funds, boys from Rajpuiana pay a minimum fee of Rs. 10 
j?er mensern; those from Central India pay from Ra 300 to Rs. 600 per annuni according 
to the class in which each is enrolled t those outside Rajputana and Central 
India pay anything between Re. 450 and Rs. 3,000 per annum according to the incomes of 
their parents. In Ajmer HoUee boys' lodging fees range from Rs. 144 to Rs. 433 
according to the income of their parents ; apparently, in the States boarding houses no 
lodging fees are imposed. 

These varying rates of fees need reconsideration. The amounts received by the 
College from Rajputana boys and, to a lesser extent, from Central India boys are 
insigniBcant in comparison with the services rendered. It is a sound maxim that what is 
not adequately paid for is not suffioiently valued and respected. Besides, the financial 
condition of the College would be more healthy if the fees of pupils formed a larger 
proportion of the revenues. 

The very high fees levied from boys coming from outside Rajputana and Central 
India also eonstitnte a danger. The temptation to admit such boys, however unsuitahle 
they may be for admission, must be almost overpowering. 

13. A further defect of the College lies in its stafi!. The College suffered a sad and 
severe loss through the death of Mr. G. H. Tidswell owing to a fatal motor accident ; his 
vacancy has been temporarily filled by the appointment of Mr. H. R. Kefford, guardian 
to the Kumars of Dundlode State ; arrangements are being made to recruit a permanent 
successor. 


14. The staff comprises eighteen masters in all, including the Principal but 
excluding the separate house masters, the games staff and the physical training instructor. 
Assistance is also rendered by certain guardians of boys for a few periods in each week. 

ITumerically, a staff of eighteen masters is ample for the normal teaching require- 
ments of 150 boys ; it is possibly over-generous. In any case, provided that certain

conditionB were fulfilled, the atimbor of boys could be further increasod Avitliout addifeionii 
to the Btatr, 

15. It is the more surprising, therefore, that the baneful practice of private tuition 
is still prevalent in spite of the eflFovts of the Principal to discourage it. At the time of 
iuspection some forty boys were being assisted by private tutors. This additional 
assistance is often unnecessary and is an extravagance ; it is also an obstacle to good 
cTass-teacbing as well as to the progress of the boys concerned. An almost inevitable 
effect is that a boy tends to depend unduly upon others and thus loses in initiative and 
6e)f>reliance. If the teaching of the College is to be placed on a firm foundation, this 
harmful practice should be eliminated ; moreover, Ayith the money saved the teaching 
could be improved as a result of higher fees, while the actual cost to the parents concerned 
would be materially reduced. 


16. The weakness of the staff is due mainly to lack of professional skill and wide 
experience. Only two out of eighteen masters have received professional training; and in 
making recent appointments it has not been found possible to reduce this serious 
deficiency. If suitable recruits are not available from among those who have received 
training, the condition might be imposed on new recruits that they shall undergo a course 
of training before, or shortly after, taking up their appointments. 

Very few members of the staff have had experience in othsr institntions 
besides Mayo College itself. There is always a danger that a master who is none too 
well-qualified in other respects and who spends his whole career in the same institution, 
may become unreoeptive of new ideas and lifeless and nnimaginative in the class-room. 


I was confirmed in this fear by my visits to the class-rooms. The teaching, 
especially in the junior classeB, was often lacking in professional skill. Though 
considerable care is devoted to the correction of exercise books, teaching by oral methodg 
would be more desirable and effective. A boy is far more likely to avoid the repetition 
o a mistake whic^ is pointed out to him at the iqoment of commission than he is in respect 
to errors corrected in an exercise hook and handed to him later.

Cllasa syllabnsea have been prepared, but they did not seem to me to be snfdoiently 
utilised. Many masters were unable to tell me deSnitely how far they had reached in 
the syllabus, whether they were behind or before time. Teachers’ diaries of the work 
achieved do not appear to be kept. In the teaching of a school it is necessary for each 
teacher to know what the man above and the man below, in particular, are doing so that 
all can work together as a united team. 

A better plan might be for masters in each subject to meet together in what might 
be termed a Faculty, and to draft the syllabases for consideration and discussion with the 
Principal. Staff meetings are also desirable. Even the latest recruit should have the 
opportunity of listeuing to the general ^scussions, and also, on occasions, of making 
liis own humble contributions. 

On the other hand, many beneficial innovations have been made as, for example 
the encouragement of private reading by means of the remodelling of the Library, by the 
provision of Post-Diploma and College Libraries and by the introduction of sUent-reading 
periods. 


21. Many of the staff are also lacking in sufficiently wide qualifications. Though 
a certain degree of specialisation in teaching is desirable in the senior classes, the jnuior 
classes should be taught very largely by clBSS»maBters. 

I examined the time-tables of many of the classes and found in all of them a 
bewildering variety of masters. In many classes the number of masters exceeded double 
figures. FflTorts should be made to counteract this defect, but the task will not be easy ba 
view of the limited capacfities of many members of the staff. A well trained and well 
equipped master shonld he able to teach a number of subjects, especially to the junior 
classes. 


22. The capacity of the staff is overstrained by the .demands of the two Post- 
Diploma Classes, but the staff has not been brought up to the requisite standard to meet 
these inoreased demands. The addition of two or perhaps three senior masters is urgently 
required. The present finances of College oaimot stand this additional imposition ; how is 
it to be attained ? 

23. 1 have already referred to the low rate of fees which are levied freon many of 
the boys ; and also to the extravagance of private tuition. There is also the practice of 
private gnardianship to he conridered ; at the time of my visit there were as many as 
seven such guardians. 

Though, in my opinion, it would be preferable for sons even of Ruling Chiefs to 
reside in boarding houses and to mingle freely in all College activities, such a radical 
step might be open to objection. It is for consideration whether the system of gnar^an- 
ship C^f it is to be continued) should not be reviewed and be brought into closer relation- 
ship with the College itself. 

24. The inolusion of Law (however rudimentary) at the Diploma stage is inadvisable. 
The boys should first make sure the essential fouudations of general attainments. Should 
legal studies be attempted at a later stage, they shonld be taught by a man of experience 
in the actual working of the Courts. The services of a retired magistrate might bo 
obtained for this purpose. 

25. A word is required in respect to the Intermediate and Higher Diplomas. 
The intention is that these examinations shall bo regarded ns generally equivalent to the 
Intermediate and Degree Examinations, respectively, of Indian universities; and Govern* 
ment have already recognised them as such for the purpose of admitting candidates to 
Government services. University legislation in India, however, precludes a university 
from admitting to post-graduate conrses those who are not graduates ; and, excepting 
possibly a few categories of persons which do not apply to Mayo College, only those who 
have studied in aEBliated colleges are admitted to degree examinations. 

The only solution of the difficulty, therefore, would be for Mayo College to apply 
for affiliation to Agra Oniversity, in whose jurisdiction Ajmer lies ; but the road is by no 
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-jnoaus 'casj*. ' Tliougli tho To.sJ -Diploma Ciasscs uro locatotl In ^opa^^lle buildiny*", both 
/leaching and rosidential, iiinitation it. not readily iiceorded to an in-.tilntion, which inoinde4 
.primary and secondary olasaos. The proi-onl woiikncsti of the stufT, both in iiiiinbcrs and 
'in qiialilicatioiis, prosonls farther obbtacles. 

It IB also for consideration wliothor nn attcinpi to gain afliliation would bo advisable. 
Tlie conreea woidd havo to bo accominodated to the reqiiircino!it>* of llu* Univor.-.ity, and 
mnob of tbo real objective of tho College ndghi bo blurred. Tho »iuubli<>n also iiriBC-* 
whether the teaching and financial resonreoa of tho Collego .ihoidd bo disMi)iate«l by an 
attempt to pass beyond tho natural frontiers of n welt-organised school. 

The provision of facilities for preparing for tho Tntennedinto Diploma I'ix.iTniiiatioii, 
however, is a dilToront matter. In tho United Provinces, this (.t.ago of education i:s 
rightly considored as being within tho scope of tho school coiirso; and Mayo Colh,g>‘ 
should most certain!}' provide for a completo school course. It should not bo difTictilt ii> 
provide that success in the Intcrtncdialo Diploma DKnminatlon shall bo n QiialiCc.atinn for 
admission to the degree courses of a Univorslty ; I understand that this University of 
Allahabad has already agreed to such a proposal. 

2(5. In conclusion, I wish to record my appreciation of tlio life and vitality which 
permeate the activities of tho College. I valuo tho record of achievement and tlici high 
position which tho College now holds ; I also visuaiiso tho rich scopo which lies before tho 
College. It is because I appreciate those fads that I havo drawn attuntion to certain 
olianges which seem to be ce.scntial to tho right development of the College.

It is probable I think that, sooner or later, Mayo Collego will bo Ormly oslablisbed 
as the premier, it not tho only, Chiefs’ Collego in India. Tho suggestions made tlierefoie 
are designed to consolidate the position of Mayo Collego as tho All-India Institution for tho 
education of the future Rulers of Indian States and of members of Ruling Honses. 

Mayo College already has 24 boys from outside Rajpnlana, and tho Genor.al Council 
uiig u shortly consider the desirability of opening membership of the Council to all Prince.s 
ant Ruling Chiefs of India. It will bo generally conceded, I tbink, that 90 per cent, of 

Collego will become, in tbo course of time, either Rulers or members 
o a ^ inistration of States or holders of lEatates^ and will otliorwiso adopt a zniiitary 
reer OT join one of tho Imperial Services. I am doubtful therefore of tho wisdom or 
Bcessiy of continuing the endeavour to secure affiliation with a Univorslty. I understand 
atitis oneof the dearest wishes of every Indian boy, including those of tho princely

2. If it is decided to pursue the idea of a£B.liatlon with a TJniversIty I woilht weldome 
affiliation with Delhi University in preference to Agra University* 

3. It must bo accepted I think that the Unglish language, spoken and written is an 
essential attainment for Rulers and prominent members of the Ruling families of Indian 
States. It is not a question of wishing to see^Dnglish the predominating medium of 
expr’essiou in India at the expense of the "Varnacnlara. It is the realization that a Ptince 
who has not an adequate command of this language will be seriously handicapped not only 
in his official relations but in his social intercourse with his fellow Princes. I understand 
that the medium of insttuclion in the lower classes of Mayo College is that in which the 
boy concerned has the greatest facility of expression. In other words it can be in Unglish 
or in Hindi or in any other Vernacuular in which the boy can make his meaning clear; 
and that in the upper classes the medium of instrilction in all subjects is Dnglish. I have 
no quarrel with thisuvrangement which is probably the best devisable. It is very necessary 
however to guard against bad habits In regard to the speaking of Dnglish, and 1 doubt 
therefore, though I am by no means eertain, whether it is altogether sound to encourage, 
out-and-out, the speaking of conversational Hnglish amongst the boys themselves. Ho 
one acquainted with India can be unaware of the fact that the qnaintness and distortion to 
which the English language is put on many Indian lips is due to an excessive love of 
practising it on every sort of inegular occasion, and to a passion for experimenting with 
its possibilities. Except therefore when under the direct supervision of pure English 
speaking masters I would be inclined to lay stress on the need of reading sound English 
literature rather than on private intercourse as a means of improving a boy’s command of 
the English language. Debates and a constant check of bad pronunciation and ungram'* 
intitical utterance are probably the best methods of promoting the speaking of good 
English. 

* 1 . I was rather surprised to notice boys whom I know to be poles asunder in 
intellectual capacity and education working side by side in the same class. I understand 
that the bright hoys of a class are not necessarily held back by weak boys in the same class. 
I fullj’- realise that it Is difficult, if not impossible, to refuse admission to boys of a certain 
class and standing, but I would suggest that as fax* as possible only those boys should be 
admitted who would be likely to benefit by the life of the place, and it might be found 
practicable to inaugurate special classes for backward boys outside the normal curriculum. 
I cannot think that it is sound to associate very backward boys with boys of average or 
super average intellect and ability. The result may be negative in the case of the 
weak boys, but it detracts from the competitive spirit and is open on psycliological 
'grounds to objection. 

5. The undesirable practice of private tuition, although it has been reduced, is still 
far too prevalent in Mayo College. The Principal agrees with this remark but has shown 
how difficxxlt it is for him to stop it. In an institution such as Mayo College it is 
particularly necessary that the practice of private tuition should be absolutely forbidden 
except in rare cases with the specific sanction of the Principal. I do not propose tu 
dilate in a I’eport of this nature on the obvious reasons for holding the practice to he 
'Obnoxious. 

6. I learnt with very considerable surprise that the annual fees for each boy 
belonging to Rajputana, of which there are roughly 126 out of 15U, are only Rs i>fi7 
including games and medical attendance, etc. This fee excludes living charges which in 
the case of the average boy, who does not keep polo ponies and expensive motor cars, 
amount to roughly Rs. 100 per month, and less if ho has joined a common mess. Tiio 
fee.s charged in the case of boys joining the College from elsewhere than Rajpntana are 
much higher and vary according to the income and status of each boj-’s parent. There ia 
a, "ood case for bringing the annual tuitional fees of boys drawn fiom Rajputana up to 
Rb. 500 and the extra income thereby derived can be very well spent, I am axyare that 
certain States make annual contributions to the College.

gl^e toys some grounding in the principles of general administration. As «Sards 
Liortment there is nothing to bo said except tho utmost praise. As regards mtelUgoncc 
i Zm »y th.l the here o£ th. MWO ocilcsc, within the limitc «C their indirMnal 
mental equipment, are more highly developed in this sense than hoys o£ the same age 
elsewhere! I am ootihdont that the Priuoipal and his stalT do as mnoh as they possibly 
can to sharpen this quality. Administrative principles should be implanted on a Dm 
foundaiion of general knowledge. As far as possible, tberoCore. and to the extent the 
Byllabusos allow, training in administration, accoantanoy and such like subjects shouta 
come BS late as possible. The ideal in my opinion would bo to institute a special 
course in such sabjeota after tho Intermediate Diploma has boon passed, or oven after 
the Higher Diploma. Still better perhaps would bo an arrangement whereby boys on 
leaving Mayo College were given a G months course in a difllriet. It is essential that 
boys who are to succeed to careers whtoh have been onllinod already should linvo 
rudimentary training in the subjects under discussion, and 1 cannot agree that a young 
LL.B. with no practical experience of law as practised in tho courts, still less of 
practical administration, is the right man, in tho cironmstances, to instruct. I strongly 
advocate the engagement of a man who has spent his lito ns an administrator. A retired 
Deputy Collector, provided his social antecedents wore satisfactory, wonld seem to be 
the best type to discharge tnition of this nature. 


8. In Mayo College teaching is practically exclusively by subject. In my opinion, 
a good master can teach boys np to the age of 12 or 13 years in nny snbjcct, and I 
would advocate the system of class instruction in tho case of tho junior half of Mayo 
College. Small boys would gain in confidence, and a master who was constantly with 
them in all subjects wonld learn their weakness and particular optitndos which cannot 
bo tho case whore a master takes a class in one subject only, or possibly two, three 
or four times a weelc. 


9. I now wish to tnm to the organisation of tho College and to tho teaching staff. 
TVhat tho Principal has aohioved in two years to eradicate the old prevailing practices, 
such as private feeding arrangements in the hands and under the saporintendonce of 
palace officials, etc., is probably unparalleled. In Rajpntana, in tbo home of conservatism 
and feudalism, in the face of opposition from many powerful forces on whoso goodwill 
the existence of tho College largely depends, Mr. Stow, in tho short time ho has been 
Principal, has already established common mossing rooms in six honsea^ and it is 
hoped that his peiseverunce will succeed in developing the idea, and thereby regtilarising 
the domestic arrangements of the College under his direct supervision and control. 

10. The foregoing remarks are evidence, if such were needed for tho eyes of those 
who knew Mayo College two years ago and see it to-day, of the great deal of time 
which the Principal has to devote to bis administrative dntios. On tho other hand, 
although these duties are essential, and have had to be carried out, and will continue 
to require the devotion of the Principal, the fact remains that the higher ranks of the 
qualified educational staS are dangerously thin, and it is a qnestion whether tho teaching 
of tbo boys, as also tho training and the keeping np to the mark of the teaching staff 
does not suffer through tho Frinclpal's administrative pre-ocenpations. The solution 
would appear to lie in adjusting the functions of the "Vice-Prineipal to accord more 
to those of a Head Master. His sole task would bo to train masters and to teach pupils. 
All purely teaching matters would be under his charge, subject to the control of the 
Principal, He would lay down the syllabuses and arrange informal consultations 
between masters. If this suggestion were found to be impracticable or unsound, I wonld 
recommend that the Principal should delegate all his administrative fanctions to a 
member of tho btaS less qualified than he to impart training and instruction. In this 
connection I am inclined to think that masters, especially the Indian masters, do not 

get together ’ enough. I understand that they have a Common Room, but I d.onbt if, 
and the Principal does not deny my doubt, masters really use such opportunities for 
exchanging ideas, for consulting together and dieonssing tbe eubjects and tho pupils 
which they are engaged. I would like to bob informal discussioxie of tluB nature 
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at least once a week under the chainnansliip oC tlio Ileadmaster, and eapeciidly would 
I like to see a {jonoral ineeting luut uniieultution on a large scale at the beginning o£ 
each term, which I xindorstand does nut at present take place. 

11. Tlie l^dttcational Commissioner and myself are both inclined to thinlc that the 
Principal boars too much on Itis own shoulders, and that decoatralisalion in some form 
is required. Tho above suggestion of lleadmastership is designed in part to achieve 
this object. At present Mayo College depends too much on the energies of one man. 

12. IE tho Working Committee, on tho considered advice of the Principal, is 
dissatisfied with the competence of any Indian master who is a Government servant, 
it should, in fairness to Mayo College, which is no longer a Government run institution, 
bo able to remove him from tho College stnfll. 

13. I am inclined to think there are too many optional snbjects, but this is a 
matter on which tho Eldncntional Oommisstonor is more competent to speak than 1 am. 

14. In view of tho importance which must bo attached to the acquisition of good 
ISnglish, I must stress the need for a strong English personnel on tho permanent staff, 
who would also be available as guardians. 

If any well disposed Darbar, who could afford to do so, were to guarantee funds 
over a specific period for tho engagement of one or two young English masters recruited 
from tho Universities of England in addition to the existing permanent English staff, 
the advantage to Alayo College would bo very groat. 

I.*). In my opinion tlio Prinetpars concurrence to the appointment of private 
guardians to boys at Mayo College should bo invariably required, and duo consideration 
should be paid to tho academio qualifications of such private guardians at tho time of 
their selection. At present it cannot be said that the competence of the English guardians 
to impart instruction is in any way adequato, except in the teaching of English. 

IG. I trust I may bo allowed to express the hope that the Political Department of 
tho Government of India will continne to take a keen and active interest in tlio welfare 
of this institution- In this connection tho appointment of Political Officer as a member 
of the Governing Council should not in any circumstances be allowed to lapse into a 
casual formality. Tho officer so appointed should be as senior as may bo possible, and 
selected with a view to the length of time in which ho will retain tho appointment and 
will enable him to remain a member of the General Ccuncll. 

17. I have a very dear sense of the great improvements which Mr. Stow has 
succeeded in effecting in tbo short time he has been in his present post. The tone of 
the College is quite reraarkabio and any visitor to the College leaves with an acute sense 
of tho esprit de crops and pleasant atmosphere which pervade the whole College.
